Men Who Met as Enemies in Civ il 
War Reunited as Veterans, 
North Judson, Ind., Ju ly.—Many 
stories arc told of 
the meeting of 
union and confederate soldiers years 
after the terrific struggle of the north 
and south and discovering that they 
had met as enemies man to maD when 
they wore the blue and gray, but one 
of the strangest coincidences of this 
kind is that which befell 
E. 
P. 
Sissons of North Judson, 
Sissons enlisted in the union army 
wuen a boy of 15. He was the "babe” 
of the company, 
but made a fine 
record as a soldier. 
, Office 6 1 8 Depo t A ve 
His regiment was among those in 
the trenches around Petersbury, 
As 
the boys 
in blue advanced 
their 
trenches they came so close to those 
occupied by tbe confederates that the 
soldiers of the opposing armies could 
call back and forth to each other. 
Sissons, as did all the boys in blue, 
wanted tobacco, but Sissons wanted 
it badly. 
Finally he called over to 
the confederates and asked them if 
they had any tobacco. 
"Lots of it,” 
they answered; "come over and get 
some.” Despite the warnings of his 
comrades, who feared the "Johnnies” 
would take him over, Sissons walked 
over to the enemy’s lines and was 
given a big slab of plug tobacco. 
Sissons informed the boys in gray 
that he had no money but that there 
was plenty of bacon in the union lines 
and that he would gladly give them 
that in exchange. 
Tbe confederates 
jumped at the offer, and one lanky 
southern youth accompanied Sissons 
to the union lines and was presented 
with a slab of bacon. Sissons, who 
who was something of a wit, told him 
to "grease his feet with the gravy and 
slide back into tbe union.” 
Mr. Sissons attended the state en­ 
campment of the G, A. R. recently 
held in Madison. He took a short trip 
to Louisville, Ky., where he met a 
number of confederates who were at­ 
tending the reunion of the southern 
vets there. The old boys in gray did 
the honors of the city to the union 
veteran, royally entertaining him. In ­ 
cidents were related by tbe soldiers of 
events that had occurred during the 
war, and Mr. Sissons told tbe story of 
the exchange of bacon for tobacco. 
Before be could finish his tale a tall 
veteran in gray shouted: "A re you 
the fellow that told me to grease my 
feet and slide back into the union?” 
Sissons was surprised and admitted 
he had made such a remark. 
"W e ll,” drawled the big fellow, 4,l 
am the man tbat got tbe bacon.” Tbe | 
celebration that followed was intense. 
They exchanged mementoes and part­ 
ed comrades.

To say that a man is the greatest of 
# ueb a list is to make him a gian t of 
gian ts. 
Yet, measured by actual accomplish­ 
men ts in world politics, the late John 
Hay measures with an y of them, aud 
it is perhaps uot extravagan t praise to 
say that he goes to the head of the list. 
Certain it la that he mad e the Un ited 
States the d iplomatic cen ter of the 
world , that he main tain ed the in tegrity 
of Chin a, that he open ed the d iplomatic 
d oor for the build in g of the isthmian 
can al, that be un ited the An glo-Saxon 
world aud mad e America its head , an d 
th at he In trod uced to all n ation s a n ew 
an d more d irect sort of d iplomacy . 
Even a greater d istin ction probably 
belon gs to him, though this is n ot gen ­ 
erally kn own , as the moves mad e in 
in tern ation al politics are mostly in the 
d ark. Then , too, it la hard to say wtmt 
would or won ld uot have happen ed if 
certain steps had n ot been taken . Yet 
d eoptte the veil of secrecy en ough is 
kn own to have created the gen eral be 
lief that John Hay preven ted a gen eral 
European war from growin g out of the 
con flict in the far east. 
Lead in g up to this culmin atin g role 
on the stage o f statecraft were man y 
min or position s in the d iplomatic serv­ 
ice. These began shortly after the civ ­ 
il war, un c! the first period en d ed in 
1870. But in those few y ears three Im-

His father was a d octor in mod erate 
circumstan ces, so that the boy was 
protected from the rough corn ers of 
poverty that have kn ocked greatn ess 
In to—or out of—so man y of our public 
men. While the future statesm an was 
vary y oun g the Hay s moved to Illin ois, 
and It was tn the common schools of 
that state that he began his ed ucation . 
John was a prise Sn n d ay school sohol 
ar an d alway s took the prises for 
memorisin g verses. Tills created en vy 
In the breasts of the other boy s, an d 
they d ecid ed to humiliate the Sun d ay 
school teacher’s pet. 
Hearin g that he 
washed d ishes for his mother an d that 
he wo re a large sleeved apron In do ing 
so , they decided to take aroun d so me 
gtHs of who m John was rather ten d 
and surprise him in the d ish washin g 
operatfor. He promptly appeared with 
a large pan full of dirty w ater In his 


The Adv ent o f “ Jim Bludso .” 
It was n ot un til 1871, however, that 
“Pike 
Coun ty 
Ballad s,” 
con tain in g 
“Little Breeches,” “Jim Blud so,” “Ban - 
ty Tim” an d other famous d ialect po­ 
ems, appeared . In later life Hay tried 
to forget that he had written these, but 
the public would n ot have it. Others 
d elighted to remember these rough 
verses, so full of human n ature, hu­ 
mor an d pathos, even though their au­ 
thor d id n ot. A d istin guished En glish­ 
man on ce said that “Jim Blud so,” he 
who would “hold her n ozzle n g'iu the 
ban k till the last galoot’s ashore,” was 
on e of the most popular poems in En g 
lan d . 
It was also in 1871 that “Castilian 
Day s" came out. which Horace Gree 
ley d eclared the best book of travel he 
had ever read . A y ear later appeared 
Hay ’s tran slation of “Castelar’a De­ 
mocracy In Europe." 
It was n ot till 
1 8 9 0. however, that Hay ’s most fa­ 
mous book, “Abraham Lin coln ; a His­ 
tory ,” wa9 published , an d the same 
y ear came a later ed ition of his poems. 
John G. Nicolay , Lin coln ’s other secre 
tary , collaborated with Hay In the life 
of their great chief, Nicolay gatherin g 
the material an d Hay writin g the book. 
Edito r o f the New Yo rk Tribune. 
It was In 1870 that Mr. Hay became 
an ed itorial writer on the Tribun e, a 
pla<*e he held for man y y ears. 
It was 
here he began his lifelon g frien d ship 
with Wbitelaw Reid . 
The two men 
have man y poin ts in common , n ot the 
least of which Is that both married 
rich wives. While Reid was in Europe 
for several mon ths Hay was ed itor In 
chief of the Tribun e. 
John Russell 
Youn g d escribed that time an d said 
that while Reid had used whips on his 
jKd itical en emies Hay used scorpion s, 
so that there was a sigh of relief in cer 
tain circles when Reid return ed “an d 
the y oun g lion (Hay ) was vouchsafed 
the joy ful man umission of the Jun ­ 
gles.” 
. It was Reid who in trod uced Hay in to 
New York society , an d on e of the 
match makers of the metropolis d e­ 
cid ed that the y oun g author an d d iplo­ 
m at—Hay was then thirty -eix—was too 
eligible a bachelor to go un married , so 
she in trod uced him to Clara Ston e, the 
d aughter of a Clevelan d million aire, 
whom he married In 1874. 
Colon el Hay 's house In Washin gton 
has a rather mod est appearan ce on the 
outsid e, but within It la artistic an d 
beautiful. 
The great d iplomat’s chief 
fad was to gather cartoon s mad e of 
himself, an d on e of the rooms of bis 
home Is plastered with them. 
On e of 
the choicest parts of his collection con ­ 
stats of the cartoon s mad e by the fa­ 
mous Du Maurler, the author of “Tril­ 
by .” 
In man n er Secretary Hay was suave, 
polished aud courtly . He n ever lacked 
In vigor, however, an d often startled 
the d iplomats of Europe by the orig­ 
in ality of his moves. 
He d kl n ot be­ 
lieve In the in d irect method s of old 
time d iplomacy an d pushed matters to 
a con clusion . 
He spoke man y lan ­ 
guages. an d his grasp of affairs was 
truly world wid e.

co unty, in which co unty he used to be 
tbe leading citizen because o f his 
wealth. 
He is go ing back to Io wa this 
summer alo ng the o ld Orego n trail, no t 
because he wants to get back east, but 
because lie desires to retrace the trail 
ami live o ver again tbe experiences o f 
a highly ro mantic, tho ugh strenuo us 
and to ilful, era in American histo ry 
and because he wants to write ano ther 
bo o k. 
Ezra Meeker to day is a sturdy o ld 
gentleman, with bushy white hair and 
a gray beard. He Is a small man, light 
o f build, and he wears o veralls and a 
so ft hat. 
His manner is uno stenta­ 
tio us, and his co urtesy is o f the o ld 
time kind. He tells his sto ry mo destly 
Tho ugh Mr. Meeker do es no t say so , 
o thers say that the little o ld man was 
o ne o f the few white men in the early 
days who wo n the Indians’ co ufiuence. 
and that this enabled him to emplo y 
them in his ho p fields to such pro fit 
that when the ho p lice pest wiped o ut 
his earnings in the early nineties he 
had raised fo r the expo rt trade ho ps 
that had bro ught him $500,000. It was 
o f the early days that Mr. Meeker 
talk<xl as he sat o n a cracker bo x in 
hia tent. 
"I was ro ared in Indianapo lis and 
was married there in 1851,” he said. 
“Sho rtly after o ur marriage my wife 
and I started west in search o f land. 
We spent the winter at Eddyville, la., 
and the winter was so co ld that we de­ 
cided to mo ve to Orego n, so we started 
in the spring o f 1852 with the same 
so rt o f au o utfit as 1 have with me 
no w. 
We reached Po rtland in the fall 
and spent the winter there, and in the 
spring we mo ved o n to Pierce co unty. 
Wash., where I have lived ever since. 
I guess th at’s abo ut all.” 
And yet Ezra Meeker has written a 
big bo o k o f mo re than 500 pages which 
he calls "Pio neer Reminiscences o f 
Puget So und^- the Tragedy o f Leschi.” 
The bo o k co ntains a ho st o f incidents 
j which po rtray vividly the life o f the 
time, and the mentio n o f it recalled 
o ne o f them to the autho r as he sat in 
his pio neer camp* amid the splendo rs 
o f 1905 and the expo sitio n. 
"I saw in a paper awhile ago ,” he 
said, ‘th a t the number o f peo ple who 
passed o ver the Orego n trail In 1852 
and 1853 was 2,500. 
No w, yo u kno w, 
that can’t be true. The estim ate is far 
to o lo w. The trail was blo cked a go o d 
part o f the way with o utfits, and the 
suffering was awful, but there must 
have been at least 25,000 who go t 
thro ugh. 
"Yo u

amo ng the emigrants, and there were 
| hundreds who died fro m it. 
At o ne 
place we co unted fifty-o ne graves, all

"I remember ho w glad we were

baggage o n to a big flntho at, and there 
was hardly any ro o m fo r passengers 
but we sat aro und o n the baggage and 
were happy. 
One day as we were go

1 tains rising high o n bo th sides so me 
I o ne 
started 
singing 
so ftly 
‘Ho me, 
i Sweet Ho me.’ 
Others to o k up the

Mr. Meeker expects to co ntinue his 
jo urney so me time this mo nth and 
thinks he can reach Omaha befo re co ld 
weather strikes him. He has with him 
a hired man, who takes care o f the 
o xen, and a pho to grapher to take pic­ 
tures o f the landmarks, with *heii 
wives to do the co o king. 
Mr. Meeker 
intends to take careful no tes o f tlv» 
trail aud to fo llo w It mere clo sely than 
any o ne else ever has. lie says that he 
will transcribe every o ne o f the hun­ 
dreds o f names carved o r written o n 
Independence ro o k, the mo st famo us 
i landmark o f the trail.
